‘Maggie’ on the Rise

Rod Stewart claims that Maggie Beli is one of the most 
underrated singers in the recording industry. 

This might change, for Maggie Bell’s new album, Suicide Sal, 
has the makings that could bring the recognition that she deserves. 
The album was released under Led Zeppelin's label, Swan Song, 
Inc. 


Dominant Force 
However, Maggie, who helped produce the album, is the 
dominant force in the music, regardless of who backed her. She 
projects herself above the excellent music, making it hard to 
concentrate on anything but her smooth and powerful voice. Itis a 
voice that should be found in every rock collection. 


Since Janis Joplin’s death, the rock scene has given little 
attention to female performers. Without a doubt, it is a male 
dominated business much to everybody's disadvantage.. Little 
rock material from women hit the racks and what is released never 
seems to become popular. Kathy Dalton and Kathy MacDonald 
come to mind as unrecognized rock talent. 


Grace Slick, who borders on the legendary, is one of the few 
recognized women in rock. Joni Mitchell and Linda Ronstadt have 
gained fame in their respective fields of folk and country, but in 
general, the rock scene is void of women. 


. Maggie's album proves, at least, that there are talented women 
producing superlative albums, recognition or not. 


Mostly Mild 
Suicide Sal opens with the funky mild rocker, “Wishing Well.” 
For the most part, Maggie’s music is mild on this album, but ona 
few numbers she really cooks. “Wishing Well” displays a 
confidence that Maggie will sustain throughout the album. A wise 
opener. ; 


A simple and touching ballad, the title song, “Suicide Sal,” 
fojlows. As can be inferred from the morbid nickname, Sal led a 
tragic life before committing suicide. Maggie, however, sings of 
the glory of Sal’s misunderstood prostitute life, which makes an 
interesting effect. 


Page adds solo 
The following two tunes, “I Was In Chains” and “If You Don't 
Know,” are noteworthy on two accounts. The first song has 
Scottish bagpipes backing Maggie, and the second has Jimmy 
Page adding a beautiful blues solo on the cut.

The word “adaptation” tends to fill me with 
trepidation; especially when associated with the 
presentation of a classic work in the field of 
drama. Since a promised “adapted” ser‘pt for 
Bacchae never reached me | was placed in the 
rather unenviable position of having to enter the 
critical fray armed only with a knowledge of what 
Euripides had written some 2,380 years ago. 

To say that the production was an ambitious 
undertaking is to understate the case; overly 
ambitious is closer to the truth. Though the 
attempts made by the cast and technical crews 
were valiant, the overall accomplishment of the 
piece was only marginal success. To allow 
certain dramatic sins (some venial, some mortal) 
to go unadmonished is unthinkable. 

The major penitential role must bé assumed 
by Director. William Smith. His decision to cast 


' Barbara Lynn Block in the role of Dionysus was 


an interesting ploy but so in violation of the 


original work as to be unforgivable. Not that Ms. - 


Block was not good in the part; on the contrary, 
she exhibited some moments of superlative 
acting. The point is, however, that Dionysus was 


the SON of Zeus — not the daughter. The concept . 


of human man in contest with man god is pretty 
well negated by granting female gender to 


Dionysus. Having once chosen this tack, Smith. 


was almost forced to employ an all female casting 
concept with relation to the Bacchae themselves. 
This necessitates a renaming of the play since the 
Bacchae were composed of Maenads (female) 
and Satyrs (Male). It also raises some interesting 
questions. ’ 
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followers of the Dionysian cult involved the 
“sensual satisfaction of the human appetites” 
based on the “exaltation of the freedom of human 
nature” how can the male nature be excluded? 


Further, would Pantheus, the king of Thebes, 
be concerned with only the morality of the 
women of his kingdom (since no males were 
involved) this latter thought comprising the 
raison d'etre ... not a likely situation in my 
opinion. Space limitations prohibit further dis- 
putation. 

1am in general agreement that a multi-media 
approach-can add to a theatrical endeavor. 
However, the overuse of the idea becomes overtly 
distracting when it forces the audience to 
constantly flip mental coins of attention choice. 
The properly delivered Prologos was so ham- 
pered by the multitude of projections going on 
that it all but lost its dramatic worth. 


_ The “shadow scene” during the masterfully 
presented messenger declamation of Wes Ciow- 
ers was not only technically inept, it was a 
repugnant departure from the non-visible vio- 
lence notion in Grecian Drama. | appreciate the 
“urn” symbolism but the grotesqueness of a 
severed arm belng carried away was ludicrous. In 
short, the business was too busy. ft got in the way 
of the action. 


Unquestionably the character of consequ- 
ence was the Chorus. A magnificent cohesive 
unity was exhibited which, at times, was thrilling. 
There was an occasional movement problem but

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Do you know someone who babysits for 
children of more than one family on a regular 
basis? 


Well, they could be breaking the law. 


The issue was brought to the local attention 
when two children died in a house fire about three 
weeks ago. 


In that home there were seven children from 
three families; according to Nebraska law the 
home should have been licensed by the state 
welfare department. 


Violations of the law is a misdemeanor and 
punishable by a fine of $50 to $200, or by 
imprisonment in the county jail for not more than 
thirty days. 


Law Calls For 
Protective Regulations 


City Prosecutor Dick Dunning says 
prosecution of this law is rare, nevertheless day 
care home regulations provide safety, fire and 
health regulations, and perhaps greater peace of 
mind to working parents. 


Two Types 
“Nebraska law provides two different types of 
child care facilities: the day care home and the 
day care center. 


The day care home is the smaller category; it 
provides care for seven or less children (includ- 
ing the operator’s) under the age of 13. 


In order to be licensed as a day care home by 
the. Department of Public Welfare, operators 


must meet fire and sanitation inspections by four — 


agencies and pay a fee of one dollar. 


Bob Zimmerman, director of social services 
for the department of public welfare, said. Omaha 
day care licensing includes inspection by the 
welfare, health, fire and zoning departments. 
Zimmerman explained the role of the welfare 
department exam. “We talk to people about their 
role as providers for children,” he said. “We see 
that they keep records on children which would 
indicate how to contact the parents in case of 
emergency, and the name of the family doctor.” 


Ogden Responsible 
Zimmerman said adults living in the home 


must submit a medical report showing they are_ 


free of communicable disease. 


Welfare Department Licensing Specialist 
John Ogden is responsible for examining day 
care facilities in the Omaha region. Ogden said 
Douglas and Sarpy counties aid in the licensing 
examination, but that he is ‘responsible for 
examining 60 child care centers, eleven child 
placing agencies, 15 child care societies, and 
over 100 private homes. 


Ogden said the intent of the welfare depart- 
ment is to help each facility provide a program of 
child care. 


When asked about the quality of local day 
care centers Ogden said, “You'd be surprised 
how many operators. of day care centers are 
teachers who are unemployed because of the job 
situation.” 


Chief Willard Johnson of Omaha's Fire 
Prevention Bureau explained fire regulations for 
day care centers. 


Johnson said there must be a _ fire 
extinguisher, an evacuation plan and two exits on 
each floor that children are under care. 


Zoning 
“Sometimes people have storage next to the 
furnace or hot water heater,” he said. “But there 
really aren't a lot of problems except if people 
want to use the basement or the second floor.” 


Zoning and building superintendent Joe 
Rogers. says zoning examination for day care 
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Violation of Day Care Lawis punishable with fines up to 
$50. 


Wemée consists of an inspection of the homes’ 
general condition. ; 


“If you had a good home,” he said, “Then 
you'dbe in pretty good shape.”

UNO Campus Security says it 
employs five plainclothes secu- 
rity officers on campus. 

The plainclothes officers, all 
criminal justice majors, are 
called intern officers; they work 
part-time, approximately 20 
hours a week and get paid the 
standard rate for student help 
on campus, according to Assis- 
tant Director of Campus Securi- 
ty Jerry Herbster. 


Herbster said the five interns, 
three men and two women, do 
not receive college credit for 
their work at this time. 


Three interns, said Herbster, 
stake out the bookstore to 
prevent thefts, another does 
“data research and develop- 
ment,” while the fifth officer is 
assigned to crime prevention, 
which Herbster said, includes 
drug enforcement. 


Herbster refused to discuss 
whether or not the officer has 
attempted to buy drugs from 
anyone on campus, saying 
only, “We wouldn't walk away 
from it.” The intern officer 
assigned to crime prevention, 
said Herbster, has “previous 
experience with the Nebraska 
State Patrol” in drug enforce- 
ment. ; 


Herbster said the intern offi- 
cer program began a year agoin 
February. He said although 
UNO is a“separate community” 
it still has “metropolitan crime 
concerns.” Herbster said the 
crime rate on campus is in- 
creasing similarly to the crime 
rate in Omaha. 


Asked what sort of crimes are 
committed on campus, Herb- 
ster said campus crime is usual- 
ly confined to vehicle theft and 
petty theft from vehicles and 


- buildings. 


The five interns, said Herb- 
ster, are largely assigned to 
plainclothes work; but they also 


. assist with traffic control, theft

followup and crowd control at 
football games. He said intern 
officers wear uniforms when 
they work sports events. 


Vice Chancelior Ronald Beer 
said the existence of the part- 
time piainclothes officers was 
“news to me.” 


Beer said no heavy drug 
selling on campus has recently 
been brought to his attention. 
Asked if security should at- 
tempt to buy drugs on campus 
to use as evidence, Beer said he 
assumed Campus Security ‘will 
use professional judgment 
whether there is any volume of 
heavy stuff” to justify such an 
action. He said the concern 
should be with “non-university 
people pushing stuff on cam- 
pus.” 


Minor drug infractions, said 
Beer, such as someone smok- 
ing a joint on campus, “would 
be internally dealt with.” An 


attempt would be made to 
“work with the individual; to 
warn him of the consequences” 
and offer counseling if appli- 
cable, he said. 


Beer said he was sure no 
effort was being made by secu- 
rity to “trap unjustly” the casual 
marijuana smoker, but if “heavy 
pushers” are operating on cam- 
pus, security “ought to be on 
top of the situation.” 


Vice Chairperson of the Crim- 
inal Justice Department James 
Kane said he did not “see any 
educational value” having the 
criminal justice interns working 
undercover on drug enforce- 
ment. Kane said he did know the 
interns were being used in that 
capacity. 


The five intern officers, ac- 
cording to Herbster, are: Dave 
Pint; John Kucer; Charlotte 
Cramer; Paul Kosel; and Mari- 
lyn Hall.

Second Side Unified 

The album does lack a bitin 
overall unity due to the 
contrasting themes, but each 
individual song is interesting 
and nicely arranged around 
Maggie’s lovely voice. The 
mood changes too abruptly at 
times. Side I! is better than the 
first in terms of unity. The four 
songs flow more freely and their 
greater length allows the listen- 
er to be absorbed into the music 
easier. 

“Coming On Strong” opens 


the group's vocalizations so filled the scenes that these minor 


faults became inconsequential. 


Within the directorial limitations placed upon them the 
individual performances were generally acceptable. Louis 
Basilico’s nicely understated Teiresias was a welcome moment 
as was Sam Sequenzia’s only slightly marred Cadmus. 

t sharply question the validity of the constant high level of 
vocal energy forced upon John Beasley in the role of Pantheus. 
Beasley’s mere physical presence is so strong that the 
bombastic reading he gave the role seemed uncalled for. 

The man's vocal ability is obviously deserving of better 
exposition as evidenced i in an occasional beautifully modulated 


delivery. 


For me the cardinal sin commited was the snail pace of the 
latter part of the work. An inherent danger toward melodrama 
lies in the play. Though Sharon Phillips made some commend- 
able attempts to avoid the pitfall in her scene with Cadmus, 
some clumsy stage positioning and movement patterns tugged 


badly at her robetails. 


So plodding did the latter moments of the play become (a 
running time of nearly two hours without intermission) that | 
became aware that the severed head of Pantheus was not

The grads got “the first lick,” but the varsity had “the last 
laugh,” as they downed the alums 32-6 last Monday night at 
Campus Stadium. 

The old grads came out fired up, and dominated most of the 
first half. 

A prime example was the set up for the game's first 
touchdown. Defensive tackle Bill Kozel, playing like he was back 
in college, jarred varsity tailback Rob Montgomery of the 
pigskin at the six. The fumble was recovered by Jim Laughery at 
the four. 

One play later Saul Ravenell, UNO's all-time leading rusher, 
bolted into the end zone with 2:32 left in the first quarter. Fred 
Tischauer’s extra-point attempt was blocked by defensive tackle 
John Williams.

Though the alums stuck the varsity early, when they tired 
out, they went downhill quickly. And the varsity struck back in 
“lightning fashion." 


Quarterback John Smolskey hit wide receiver Harold 
Young with a 67 yard bomb with 2:09 left in the first half to the 
score. 

“It was just a fly pattern,” notes Young. “The corner back on 
my side (Tony Ross), was playing me tight. All | had to do was 
burn him, man, and | knew it would be six.” 

Then it was defensive back Lonnie Robinson, who excited 
the fans with an interception of a Mike McGuire pass, just before 
the end of the first half. He danced and dodged his way to the 
alumni 18 where he was roughly greeted by aswarm oftacklers. 


Grads Got Overanxious 

The grads got overanxious and were called for a personal 
foul, which moved the ball to the nine. But that didn't bother 
Lonnie, he was just glad to get his hands on the football. 

“Being a defensive back, it’s always great to get your hands 
on the ball or stick a receiver anytime. | was just delighted as | 
could be when the ball popped into my hands.” 

Shortly thereafter, quarterback John Smolsky hit wide 
receiver Dan Fulton with a nine yard scoring toss that put the 
varsity in front to stay, 12-6. John Bowenkamp then came in and 
hit slotback Johnny Harrison with a pass for a two point 
conversion that made it 14-6 with 33 seconds left in the half. 

The only score in the third quarter came on a 46 yard field 
goal by Curt Bilka that upped the varsity'’s margin to 17-6. 

From then on, the varsity had everything their way as they 
added two final fourth quarter touchdowns to win.
